REP. DINGtEY'S FVNERAL. 


Ceremonie* That Were Almost Ma- 
jestic la Their Iinpresclv encsi. 


Washington, Jan. 16—A stalte fu- 


neral, almost majestic in impressive- 
ness, was given the late Representative 
Nelson Dngley at noon today in the 
house of representatives, where he had 
so long been a commanding figure. 
The 
president, 
cabinet, 
diplomatic 


corps, supreme court, senate and house 
members and 
distinguished men in 


military and civil life ranged about the 
bier on the floor, while the galleries 
were occupied by their families. Dele- 
gates from the New York chamber of 
commerce were also present to pay 
their respects to the late statesman. 
Not since the late William D. Kelly 
was given a state funeral in the house, 
during the 51st congress when William 
McKinley was chairman of the ways 
and means committee, has such an 
honor been accorded to a member of 
the house. 


The remains were taken from the 


Hamilton hotel Ho the capitol this 
morning at 10 o'clock, borne to the hall 
of the house by a squad of capitol po- 
lice under direction of Sersreant-at- 
Arms Russell. It was placed in the 
area in front of the marble rostrom of 
the speaker. For an hour the public 
was allowed to view the 
remains. 


Thousands streamed through the main 
doors and filed past the casket House 
pages and employes entered in line. 
Tears were in many eyes. Mr. Dingley 
was well beloved by the employes. 'The 
decorations were strikingly beautiful 
yet simple. Palms were in the corners 
and palm leaves on the walls, tied in 
long streamers of purple. 


Great date palms were springing all 


about the rostrum and almost blotted 
out the beautiful silk flag behind the 
speaker's chair and made a dense 
background 
of green. 
Above and 


across the ornate, gilded front of the 
press gallery, smilax leaves were fes- 
tooned, while Just above the clock 
hovered a white dove with outspread 
wings. 
Below and immediately In 


front of the white marble rostum the 
casket lay banked on either side with 
rare exquisite flowers, which complete- 
ly covered the marble. These included 
a few of the most beautiful and most 
appropriate floral offerings which had 
been sent to the family. 


A great wreath of white roses from 


the Sons and Daughters of Maine, a 
beautiful piece from the ways and 
H!"ans committee, and a magnificent 
mass of American beauty roses from 
tfio Canadian high joint commission 
vere among the flowers. About the 
ec!ge of the casket were tender purple 
violets in beds of maidenhair ferns. 
The only floral piece on the casket was 
a cluster of orchids, the gift of Mrs. 
Elaine. At the head of the casket like 
a halo above the calm brow of the dead 
nan, was a magnificent wreath of 
orchids and lilies of the valley tied 
with deep purple ribbon sent by the 
piesident. 
Simple baskets of green 


elder stood on either end of the deco- 
rations. 
Out in the waste of seats, 


while the body lay in state was the 
single desk wrapped in black covered 
with roses and lilies. 


During the interval befor 12 o'clock 


almost every member of the house in 
the city came in and ^stood" for a mo- 
ment by the casket with bowed head 
and gazed for the last time on (he 
familiar features. The speaker's room 
vas reserved for the family and offi- 
ciating clergymen. At 11.45 the stream 
of people who had been filing by the 
be!r ™as interrupted and members of 
the house began seating themselves on 
the left of the main aisle in rear of the 
chairs reserved for the family. An air 
of deep sadness pervailed in the hall 
as the members rose to listen to the 
brief and simple prayer of the chaplain. 
Then the clerk read In full the resolu- 
tions adopted Saturday after the an- 
nouncement of Mr. pingley's death 
and the clerk of the senate announced 
the passage of similar resolutions by 
the senate. 


The services were conducted by Rev, 


8. M. Newman of the First Congrega- 
tional church of this city, assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Couden, chaplain of the house. 
It was a very simply service. Rev. Mr. 
Newman read the 14th chapter of St. 


of the occasion and the great lesson to 
be drawn from the life which had been 
finished. All had assembled to pay 
tribute to one who stood in life as an 
example to mankind. Every honorable 
aspiration, every paticle of manliness 
•was touched by the finger of this sor- 
row. He reviewed briefly the career of 
the dead statesman, who had become 
the pure and highest type of American 
citizen, in whom his countrymen re- 
posed honor, trust and confidence. He 
concluded with a feeling tribute to the 
"devoted husband and-father, the lov- 
ing brother and friend, the loyal and 
true-hearted citizen and legislator and 
the fearless and faithful statesman 
and leader of his party." 


Rev. Mr. Couden, the blind chap- 


lain of the house, made a touching 
prayer, and the exercises were con- 
cluded with the singing by a quartet 
to organ accompaniment of "Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul."

THE ASSESSORS' SALARY* 


Government Willing to Have Filipino Make 


Them Public If He Chooses. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Felipe Agon- 


cillo, the representative of ;Aguinaldo in 
Washington, has filed with the state de- 
partment a memorandum setting forth 
at great length the reasons for his claim 
that the Philippine government should 
be recognized by the United States. Ac- 
companying the memorandum is a letter 
in which Seiicr Agoncillo states he has 
received no reply to his communication 
of Jan. 6, in which he asks that a suitable 
time be arranged when he could be pre- 
sented to the president and heard upon 
hia claims. In view of the position in 
which the representatives of the Ameri- 
can government and the representatives 
of the Philippine government find them- 
selves upon the islands at this time he 
urges that the matter be given immedi- 
ate attention. 


The letter and the memorandum have 


been listed as official documents in the 
state department, and although the of- 
ficials have themselves refused to make 
them public, they have nevertheless ex- 
pressed a willingness for Senor Agon- 
Clllo'to. do soi ifl he desires. The-papers 
are now in the hands of Secretary Hay. 
The memorandum is along the same Mnea 
ae statements heretofore made public 
by the Filipino representative. 


Senor Agoncillo asserts the Filipinos 


established and for seven months have 
maintained a form of government re- 
sembling the American, in thatit i&basedi 
upon the right of the people to rule; that 
Spain, having at the time of the signing 
of the treaty of peace possession of only 
one port, and the remainder of thePhilip- 
pines except Manila being in the posses- 
sion of the Philippine republic, Spain 
could, give no title to the United States 
for the islands, and that having no title 
to give her claim cannot be rendered bet- 
ter by the ratification of the treaty of 
peace.

REWARDS FOR COMMANDERS IN THE 


LATE WAR WITH SPAIN. 


Revival of the R*nl» of Admiral 


«nA Vice Admiral an* General and 
Lieutenant General—Dtvrer'i Event- 
ful Career. 


[special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 27.—The presi 


dent's message was a disappointment 
among naval officers. The pet project 
of some of them, the personnel bill, 
was not mentioned. They feel it will 
not be acted upon by the congress now 
in session. There are many officers, 
however, who believe that (he bill will 
be passed, as many of the members of 
both the senate and house naval com 
mittees have expressed themselves in 
favor of it, and as the navy did sach 
splendid work daring the war it is be- 
lieved tl^it there will be no opposition 
to the measure. The line and staff have 
settled their differences and are work- 
ing together to have the bill presented 
and acted upon. 


The personnel bill, however, is not 


tlie only thing which is attracting the

attention of the officers of both fighting 
branches of the government. There are 
rewards for bravery and heroic services 
displayed during the war to be bestowed 
upon some of the fortunate ones. Then 
the army is to be increased and promo- 
tions will certainly follow. The grades 
of general and lieutenant general and 
also those of admiral and vice admiral 
are to be revived. There is little donbt 
who, among the naval officers, will get 
these grades. One can go into any of 
the clubs or hotels which are frequented 
by army and navy men and hear the 
same thing. Nearly all are in favor of 
reviving the grades. General .Miles is 
spoken of as the officer who will in all 
probability get the 'higher grade in the 
army. Generals Merritt, Brooke and 
Shatter are spoken of as candidates for 
the lieutenant generalcies, and ail have 
a large following. The grade of general 
lapsed with the death of General Sheri- 
dan and that of lieutenant general with 
the retirement of General Scb'ofleld. 


As far BE naval officers are concerned, 


the men who will receive the grades of 
admiral and vice admiral have been se- 
lected. If tbeee grades are revived, 
Bear Admiral Dewey will bq made a 
full admiral, while Schley and Samp- 
eon will get the rank of vice admiral. 
This is the common talk in naval cir- 
cles, Dewey became senior rear admiral 
with the retirement of Bear Admiral 
Bunce ou Christmas day. There have 
been bat two admirals in thu United 
States navy. They both won fame, and, 
strange as it might seem, the men who 
are likely to reach these grades received 
their first practical instructions from 
them. 


Both the grades of admiral and vice 


admiral were created as a reward for 
the excellent work done by Admiral 
Farragut during the civil war. He was 
born in 1801 and entered the navy at 
the age of 12. Eisfiret service was with 
Commodore David Porter, father of Da- 
vid D. Porter, who succeeded Farragut 
M admiral. Admiral Farragnt saw more 
active service than any other man in 
the navy and was promoted several 
times for bravery. He was a commo- 
dore when the war broke out and was 
also 60 years of age. The grade of vice 
admiral was created for him as a re- 
ward for bis work at New Orleans and 
the opening of the Mississippi river. 
The rank was conferred on him in De- 
cember, 1864. Ou July 25 1866, con- 
gress created the rank of admiral and 
conferred it on Farragnt. The grade 
was made for life. He held the rank 
only about four years. He died at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Aug. 14, 1870. Farragnt 
wasadopted by Commodore Porter, who 
gave him the eame treatment as his two 
sons. 


David Dizon Porter was the last of 


the admirals. He came from a family 
who for five generations served the 
country on the ocean. He was the son 
of Commodore David Porter, who won 
fame in the war of 1813. Both Earragnt 
and Porter served with Commodore 
Porter in the famous old Essex, where 
they received their first instruction in 
the art of sea warfare, which instruc- 
tion was of great value to them later in 
life. Admiral Porter entered the navy 
when 11 years of age, and spent 68 
years in the service. His first great 
work was during the Mexican war as 
:aptain of the Spitfire in the action at 
Vera Crnz and Tuxpan. His life was 
filled with exciting events, bnt it was 
not nntil the civil war broke out that 
there came to him the opportunities for 
which he was fitted by bis lifelong 
training. At the outbreak of the war 
Porter held the rank of lieutenant and 
commanded the Powhatan and was sent 
to blockade the southwest passage di- 
rectly after the attack on Fort Somter. 
Farragut went in command of the ex- 
pedition against New Orleans. Porter 
reported to him with a fleet of 31 
achoouers, each carrying one 13 inch 
mortar. The famous fight then occurred, 
the city earrendering to Farragut and 
the forts to Porter. He served with dis- 
tinction throughout the Mississippi riv- 
er campaign, rendering valuable service 
o both Farragnt and the land force*. 
When Viokibnrg surrendered, be re- 
ceived for hii services the tbanki of 
congress, and was promoted to the grade 
of rear admiral. He took part in many 
of the more important battles. When 
the grades of general and lientenant gen- 
eral were created, be was made a vice 
admiral, •ndjU.the death of Jamgq» 


received iue grade of admiral, it being 
provided that both grades should lapso 
when he ceased to hold them. 


He held the grade for 21 years, and 


died ut Washington, Feb. IB, 1891, at 
the age of 78. He was the oldest officer 
who ever held active rank in the service. 


Bear Admiral Dewey needs no intro- 


duction to the people of the United 
States, or for that matter to any in the 
world, for no man is better known. It 
did not take Manila to show bis abili- 
ties. They were proved during the civil. 
war while he was a young man. From 
his earliest boyhood Admiral Dewey 
had a desire to follow the sea. It was 
not, however, until he was about 17 
years of age that the opportunity came 
to him. He received an appointment to 
the Naval academy in 1854 and grad- 
uated four years later well up in his 
class. "Dewey was a marked man and 
was bound to make a name for him- 
self," said an officer long since retired 
and who knew the admiral when be 
was a young lientenant. His words 
came true, as the events of hie long ca- 
reer have shown. He was at his home 
in Montpelier, Vt., when the war broke 
out. He did not stay there loug. He 
was commissioned a lieutenant; on April 
19, 1861, and was assigned for duty on 
the steam sloop Mississippi, which ves- 
sel was attached to Farragut's fleet in 
the gulf of Mexico. It was in the at- 
tack on Port Huron and the destruction 
of the Mississippi that Dewey showed 
remarkable bravery and coolness, which 
won for him the esteem of Commodore 
Farragut. In trying to pass the Confed- 
erate forts the Mississippi sheered out 
of her course to avoid a collision with 
the Bichmond. She ran on a sand bank 
and became fast directly opposite the 
Confederate batteries. The men behind 
the guns of the batteries took advantage 
of the crippled condition of the ship 
and poured an avalanche of heavy and 
deadly missiles down upon the decks. 
Captain Smith and bis executive officer 
(Lieutenant Dewey) were on the bridge, 
as cool and collected as if at target; 
practice. The whitewashed decks were 
covered with the blood and bodies of 
men who had fallen. The ironclad Essex 
was below the forts. When they saw 
the helpless condition of the Missis- 
sippi, the ironclad was sent to assist; 
her. In the meantime tbe Confederates 
were sending redhot shot into her. 
When tbe Essex got near enough. Cap- 
tain Smith banded bis signal book to 
one of the officers, saying, "I'll 
take a 


receipt for it when I come on board 
your ship." He then turned to Dewey 
and ordered him to fire tbe ship in three 
places—in tbe wardroom, under the 
main hatch and in the steerage. It was 
done in less time than it takes to tell it. 


During a pause in his duties Dewey 


handed a cigar to one of the officers and 
offered a light from the one he was 
smoking. This fact is mentioned to 
show how absolutely cool and self pos- 
sessed be was during the time tbe ship 
was being raked by tbe shot from tbe 
enemy. In speaking of the affair Cap- 
tain Parker said: "Dewey was, without 
exception, the coolest man and hardest 
fighter that Commodore Farragnt had 
with him. He was simple in his man- 
ners, always ready for action, and when 
in action always leading. He was a fa- 
vorite with tbe commodore," He was 
with Farragut in all tbe battles he 
fought during tbe war. 


Admiral Dewey is a student of naval 


affairs, and no man in the service is 
better informed on that subject than be 
is. It was bis ambition to command a 
iquadron in the event of war. He learn-

ed the art of war from Farragut, and 
ell that was needed was a chance to 
teat it. The opportunity came. He waa 
in command of a squadron, and, like 
his teacher, he has made a name for 
himself which will live in history, and 
by bis deeds has won tbe rank which 
carries with it the broad blue flag with 
its four stars, the insignia of the grade 
which lapsed with the death of Admi- 
ral Porter. 


Unless congress takes some action 


to increase his time of service Admiral 
Dewey will not be on the active list to 
enjoy his promotion very long, as he 
will be compelled to retire when he 
reaches tbe age limit in 1899.

three countries, I think, might prove of 
great benefit to all. The principal ad- 
vantage to be derived would be protec- 
tion and advancement of their commer- 
cial interests. 


"All alliances are of vast advantage 


to countries, the natious involved being 
able to further their trade and commer- 
cial interests under agreements of this 
kind. 


"I have no doubt that sooner or later 


there will be alliances between the va- 
rious countries in some form or other 
and each will be much benefited by 
them." 


Judsre De Armond's Delivery. 


Tbe auditors on the floor and in the 


gallery of the house who are charmed 
with tbe incisive and well chosen lan- 
guage of Judge De Armond of Missouri, 
who seems to talk in a conversational 
tone of voice and yet is board in every 
part of the hall, would hardly believe 
that he is one of the hardest men for 
the official stenographers to follow.

The Transcript Is not in favor of the 


contract system for the public work of 
this city. It is of this opinion because 
it Is confident that the interests of the 
city are not as well served by the con- 
tract system as they would be if the 
work were done by the city itself un- 
der intelligent supervision.

terests of labor can be as well pro- 
tected under the one system as the 
other, but the city's interests cannot 
be.

"It is bad practice to be continually get- 


ting a watch by the stem setter, "obterred 
a watoh repairer to a reporter, "for it has 
a tendency to wear out the band that at- 
taches the hands to the pinion. The hands 
are tightened to the pinion BB firmly at 
they can be, and every getting loosens 
them somewhat. There is a class of per- 
sons who set their watches every day 
rather than give a little attention to the 
matter of regulating them. They find 
that the watch gains or loses a minute or 
a few minutes in each 21 hours, and in- 
stead of curing this by the regulator, 
which is put in the watch for that express 
purpose and no other, they force book or 
forward tha hands by the item tetter or 
by a key. If the hand pinion wears out, 
which it frequently does, it is considerable 
of a job to put in a new one or place new 
bands on it, and the work neoesaarlJy 
costs something, for which repairer* have 
to charge for their work. If a penon 
knows that a watoh gains or loses a cer- 
tain amount in each day, it !• better to 
calculate back or forward than to be con- 
tinually setting it.

WILL REPORT DEATH FOR INQUES1 


Medical Examiner Finds Baby's Death 


Due to Overdose of Medicine. 


A Dangerous Practice. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown was 


called to Adams Sunday to view the 
body of the six-months-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Liamore, who died very 
suddenly. Investigation showed that 
the child was taken sick and that the 
parents purchased some grip powder 
at a drug store and administered two 
doses. Soon after the second dose was 
given the child became quiet and died 
in a short time. 


Dr. Brown's. opinion is that death 


was caused by an overdose of medi- 
cine and he will report the case to 
District Attorney Gardner and to Judge 
Bixby of Adams for inquest, although 
there is no suspicion of criminal in- 
tent on the part of the parents, who 
are greatly distressed by the death of 
their child under such circumstances. 


Medical Examiner Brown says the 


practice of administering 
drugs to 


children by inexperienced persons is 
altogether too common and that a 
number of deaths have res'ulted from 
it in this city. In no case has been 
any ground for the suspicion of foul 
play, yet Dr. Brown feels that the 
practice should be stopped and has 
therefore taken his present course in 
the Adams case.

ALL HANDS PERISHEO, 


Eighteen Men on the Audelina Went 


Down With the Ship. 


Many Other Vessels Were 


Anchored Near Her. 


Gale Came Up During the Night and She Dis- 


appeared Beneath the Waves. 


Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 16.—The 


Andelina, which was of English build 
and worth probably $150,000, entered this 
port several days ago. She was to have 
loaded wheat under charter to Eppinger 
& Co., of San Francisco, for Europe. 


Friday the Andelma was taken to the 


.Eureka dock and all ballast removed 
and the hold cleared preparatory to re- 
ceiving cargo. She was then towed to 
anchorage several hundred yards north- 
east of the St. Paul and Tacoma Lumber 
company's dock, at which point disaster 
overtook her. 


She had, according to the best infor- 


mation obtainable, the starboard anchor 
out, weighing at least two tons, while to 
either side of the vessel were attached 
the ballast logs used to keep a ship up- 
right during the absence of cargo or bal- 
last. 


The ship was riding easily when the 


skippers of other vessels anchored close 
by retired for the night When daylight 
dawi.c^ no signs of the Andelina were 
visible. Over the spot where the ship 
rode at anchor the night before only a 
danger signal buoy lamp was visible. 


When the absence of the ship was dis- 


covered, Captain Doty and Captain Bur- 
ley made an investigation, and it was 
soon determined beyond possibility of 
doubt that the shipi had gone to the bot- 
tom. 


One of the ballast logs was found. To 


this damgrled part of the chain by which 
it was originally fastened to the ill-fatedi 
ship. In addition, one of the lifeboats, 
a mattress with the name of the ehip on 
it and several oars were found. 


As all on board perished, only surmises 


as to the cause of the disaster were ob- 
tainable. 
Judging from indications, 


shipping men say, the ballast log found 
was from the port side of the vessel. 
Tbe heavy winds caused the ship to 
strain on the chains, making the log 
on the weather side taut, and giving a 
tendency to lift the log from the water, 
but the strain was too great for one of 
the chains and it snapped. 


This released the towering craft from 


the greater restraint on the weather 
side, and she lifted with the wind, and 
there being liftle restraint from the 
other end of the log, raised it enough to 
allow the mooring chain to slip off. 


The ship, free from ballast and float- 


Ing like a chip, careened under the pres- 
sure of the heavy gale, shipping great 
quantities of water, filling completely 
the hold and forecastle, causing her to 
capsize ar^J sink. 


The situation was further aggravated 


by the facft that the tides were just set- j 
ting- in at the time the ship is supposed 
to have gone down. 
This, In all prob- 


ability, forced the stern of the vessel 
aroimd and exposed the broadside to the 
gale's fury 


Late yesterday afternoon the vessel 


was located. 
She lies on her broad- 


side under 28 fathoms of water, close to 
the spot where she had been anchored. 
The vessel will probably be raised, and 
the bodies of the dead sailors recovered. 


When the Andelina entered this port 


she was manned by a crew of nearly 30 
men. 
Some deserted and others were 


discharged, until only 18 were left 
It 


is said the ship was insured by an Eng- 
lish agency for $100,000. 


Her captain was G. W. Stai'iiig of An- 


napolis, N. S., and E. H. Crowe of Lon- 
donderry, N. S., was first mate. 


Grieved Over father's Deatli, 


Baltimore, Jan. 16.—-Miss Anna M. H. 


Schley, 25 years of age, daughter of the 
late Colonel W. L. Schley, r.oet, lawyer 
and veteran' of two- wars, and" second 
cousin of Rear Admiral Schley, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday in her home 
here. Since the death of her father, to 
whom she was much attached, just a 
month ago yesterday. Miss &chley had 
been inconsolable, A week ago her men- 
tal condition became alarming- to her 
friends, andiattendants were almost con- 
stantly at her bedside.

"I eat oys- 
ters now," said a man who could not 
be justly called blase, "just as a regular 
part of' a meal, but the old time enjoy- 
ment that I used to take in them has 
become a thing of the past. Oysters are 
quite as conventional and ordinary as 
the soup. I find everywhere the same 
complaint. All the people who used to 
enjoy oysters so much are asking what 
has happened to them that they have 
lost the old flavor. The ordinary oyster 
is no longer ordered by persons who are 
in hopes of finding something of the 
old time flavor. They know it is not to 
be got in them. So various brands of 
oysters are ordered now by clubs and 
private houses that are struggling to get 
back the old food they used to like so 
well. The fact that most of tbe local 
oysters are fattened in fresh water seems 
to be the usual explanation of their 
present condition. It would seem to be 
poor policy on the part of tbe dealers to 
force people to buy oysters from a dis- 
tance in order to get those that are sug- 
gestive of the old time flavor. As a con- 
sequence of this state of affairs men 
who in the past took the oysters that 
were found regularly in use now name 
the particular brand they like. I ate 
oysters first in the west and as a child 
tasted them first ont of the kegs and 
cans in which they were shipped from 
Baltimore. That was an old fashioned 
way, and they were not nearly so fresh 
as one gets them ont of the shells in a 
restaurant here, but they certainly had 
a great deal more nf the oyster taste, or 
what used, to be called the oyster taste, 
and is the thing that everybody is try- 
ing to find now."

Active Societies Anton*- the Celt* of 


Ireland, Scotland and Wales—Vi- 
•lonarr and Practical Side* of the 
Renaissance. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, Deo. 27.—From present 


indications it appears as if we were 
about to have a Celtic renaissance and 
that the Irish are now determined to 
emulate ibe ancient glories 'of their 
raco. This recent phase of Celticism is 
by no means confined to the Irish peo- 
ple, but is just as apparent among the 
Scottish, Welsh and Breton Celts as it 
is iu Ireland. Political agitation has 
been for some short time past almost at 
a standstill iu Ireland (something I do 
not regret), and the energies of the Iribh 
ua tiou are being directed to new achieve- 
ments in more alluring if less practical 
fields of enterprise. Utilitarians and

practical men of the world who are apt 
to decry sentimental motives as a stim- 
ulus for human endeavor attempt to be- 
little this Celtic revival and regard the 
objects aimed at as visionary and Uto- 
pian. However this may be, there can 
be no doubt of tbe fact that Irish schol- 
ars and the people generally throughout 
the country are keenly alive to tbe im- 
portance of preserving their ancient lan- 
guage from decay and of cultivating the 
literature and music of their race. 


It is scarcely necessary to inform 


those familiar with Ireland and its his- 
tory that very little Gaelio has been 
spoken in Dublin for some centuries. 
Tbe great majority of its inhabitants 
are distinctively Irish, but they, togeth- 
er with people of non-Celtio .origin, 
speak English without a perceptible ac- 
cent. In fact, tbe Dublin people have 
tbe reputation of speaking the language 
of the Sassenach with greater parity 
than it is spoken anywhere in England. 
But, though Dublin is not a Gaelio 
speaking city, some of the most distin- 
guished Gaelic scholars in the world re- 
side there, and from it as a center that 
influence has radiated which is now 
producing so great and general an in- 
terest in tbe ancient speech of Ireland. 


The first notable attempt made in re- 


cent years to revive the study of Gaelic 
and familiarize tbe people with tbe 
-beauties of Irish mubic was made in 
Dublin in 1897. The Feis Ceoil (mu- 
sical festival) association \*as formed, 
and the first annual festival of the as- 
sociation was held there. This took the 
form of a musical prize competition, 
and among tbe thousand competitors 
•were Welsh and" Scottish Celts. Last 
Eummer the annual Feis Ceoil was held 
at Belfast and was in all respects more 
successful and better attended than the 
preceding one. Valuable prizes were 
awarded to choral societies, church 
choirs, school singing classes, individ- 
ual singers and to Welsh and Scottish 
Gaelic vocalists. Some of tbe best sing- 
ers of three branches of the Celtic race 
were present on the occasion, and the 
results achieved surpassed the expecta- 
tions of the most sanguine of tbe pro- 
moters of tbe festival. Asa result a de- 
cided stimulus has been given to the 
study of Irish music and the ancient 
language, and many ardent enough in 
their advocacy of the rights of Ireland, 
but indifferent abunt its language and 
music, are now keenly alive to the im- 
portance of preserving both from decay. 


Something that philologists generally 


and Gaelic scholars particularly will 
regard as equally important ia tbe re- 
cent establishing in London of an "Irish 
Text society." Tbe work this society 
has assigned to itself is tbe publication 
of texts in the Irish or old Gaelic lan- 
guage, accompanied by introductions, 
English translations and brief notes. 
The active co-operation of distinguished 
scholars has been secured to further the 
project. Among the well known names 
I may mention Dr. DotigLis Hyde, the 
collector, editor aud translator of sev- 
eral volumes of the popular tales and 
Bongs of Ireland; Mr. Standisb Hayes 
O'Grady, tho learned compiler of "Sil- 
va Gadelica;" Air. David Cciuyn, long 
editor of Tbe Gaelic Journal; Dr. P. 
W. Joyce, author of "Place Names of 
Ireland," old Celtic romances, etc., and 
Dr. Sigerson, tbe compiler of "Bards 
of the Gael." 


It is proposed to divide the publica- 


tions of the society into two classes. 
The first will meet the want? of all who 
take an interest in the living language 
of Ireland, while tbe second is intended 
for those that study tbe old Gaelic lan- 
guage as philologists and archaeologists. 
The first volume to be issued by the go- 
piety has jnst been published. It con- 
sists x>f romantic tales and was edited, 
with translations, by Dr. 
Douglas 


Hyde, Arrangements have also been 
made for the publication of Mnnus 
O'Donnell's "Beatba CholuimchiHe" 
(Life of St. Columba), edited from tbe 
original in tbe Bodleian library by 
3'cmas O'Flanngbaile, and Keating 'a 
"Fors feasa as Eirinn, ' edited by 
Mr. Comyn. It is also proposed to pub- 
lish at an early date historic legends, 
Ossianic legends, Irish Arthurian ro- 
mances and satiric literature. Among 
other publications promised at an early 
date are the earliest version of the 
"Lebor Gnbala" or book of invasions, 
the great epic romance of "Fain B'o 
Ohuailgne" or the cattle spoil of 


Ohuailpne, and "Togeil Brnidne Da 
Derga" or tbe destruction of the bouse 
of Da Derga, on which Sir Samuel Fer- 
guson bawd bis noble poem of "Cou- 
ary." 


Tbe Irish Texti society will not be 


embarrassed for many years to come by 
• lack of material. Tbere are probably 
no countries in Europe, with tbe excep- 
tion of Greece and Italy, where tbero 
•re • greater number of literary remains 
dating back to an extreme antiquity 
than tbere are in Ireland. This is not 
•arorisius. wueaitxifl remembered, 


Gaelio had blossoms* ««*•? poetry ana 
eloquence centuries before the English 
language, even in its most archaic form, 
bad been spokan. Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
certainly not a lover of tbe Celts, stated 
that Ireland bad a literature and schol- 
ars when tbe rest of Europe waa sunk 
in barbarism. During tbe Danish inva- 
sions aud occupation of Ireland many 
of its priceless literary treasures were 
destroyed and many mora were subse- 
quently carried away by tbe English. 
Fortunately these latter have been pre- 
served in libraries and museums and 
are now accessible to Gaelio scholars. 
Hundreds of these old manuscripts are 
also still preserved in Ireland, one of 
them, the Book of Kells (dating back 
probably to the sixth century), being 
the most artistic and beautiful specimen 
of an illuminated book in the world. 


But there are other remains of antiq- 


ttity which demonstrate that tbe Irish 
were not limited to literary and artis- 
tic effort in their ancient superiority. 
Tho numerous round towers, of which 
that of Ardmore ia the best preserved 
specimen, show that even in prehistoric 
times tbe Irish Celts were possessed of 
considerable architectural skill, while j 
Cormao's chapel at Oashel, a ninth oen- I 
tnry structure, conclusively proves that 
at this much later though still early peri- 
od the people of Ireland were capable of 
producing ecclesiastic edifices which 
after the lapse of 1,000 years challenge 
the admiration of architects and artists. 


Tbe literary eminence and erudition 


of the- Irish in ancient times would 
alone be a sufficient reason for keeping 
tbe Gaelic language alive. This is, bow- 
ever, a reason that would appeal more 
to tne sympathies of a scholar and phi- 
lologist than to others, A fact which 
would carry more weigbt with the lat- 
ter generally is that Gaelic as a lan- 
guage is still spoken by close upon 
1,000,000 of the inhabitants of Ireland, 
and there are probably a few hundred 
thousand of its people who can speak 
no other. In the archdiocese of Tuam a 
knowledge of tbe ancient speech is still 
made a conditio sine qua non of admis- 
sion into holy orders. It is still taught 
in thousands of schools, and many of 
the Irish clergy, even in sections where 
it is not now generally spoken, are able 
to preach in tbe ancient language of 
their race. 


The other day I met an enthusiastic 


Irish scholar who is a prominent mem- 
ber of the Irish Gaelic society of .New 
York. This gentleman directed my at- 
tention to a paragraph in a recent issue 
of a New York newspaper, in which 
Dr. Henerby, professor of Celtic in the 
Catholic university at Washington, was 
credited with stating in the course of 
a newspaper discussion that elsewhere 
besides in Ireland successful efforts are 
being made to build high walls around 
small groups of people, and that be 
recommended tbe propriety of talking 
Gaelio and refnsing to learn or to talk 
English. 
Neither my informant nor 


myself knows wbetber these expressions 
are correctly attributed to Dr. Hener- 
by or not. As a Celt, devotedly attached 
to tbe language of my ancestors, I j 
would be willing to go as far as any 
one within reason conld • in advocacy of 
Its claims for recognition, but I certain- 
ly would not favor the building of any 
high walls of exclusion, and he who 
would recommend a Celt neither to learn 
nor to speak English can scarcely claim 
to be a safe adviser. 


Let us by all means cultivate opr an- 


cient language and music aud retain

those characteristics of our race which 
distinguish us as a nation from others, 
Let it would be a futile, a suicidal,'pol- 
icy for the Celts of today to place them- 
selves in opposition to tbe rest of tbe 
world, and especially to those whom 
circumstances have brought them more 
immediately into contact with on both 
sides of tbe Atlantic. I am afraid it is 
too late in tbe day for us to hope for a 
nation whose use of language will be 
limited to Gaelio. Such nations existed 
in tbe past, but affairs and manners 
have had time to change with the pass- 
ing centuries," and the best that the 
Celts of today can hope for is that they 
may be able to preserve their venerable 
form of speech from tbe speedy destruc- 
tion which has been threatening it for 
years. 


It would be a matter for sincere re- 


gret were this ancient language to per- 
ish which probably more than any oth- 
er is so expressive of the characteristics 
of the race by which it is spoken. The 
Greek of tbe academy and tbe Latin of 
the forum are not now spoken by any 
nations on the face of tbe earth, but a 
language probably older than either is 
still spoken by several millions of peo- 
ple and forms now the one living link 
of speech binding tbe present to a pre- 
historic past.

Basket ball as played nowadays by 


first class teams is very different from 
what it was when first invented, in the 
winter of 1891-2, by Dr. James Naismith 
of Springfield, Mass., to serve as a 
change in training methods in gymna- 
sium work. 


The game caught on at once, especial- 


ly in the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation, all over the country. Wom- 
en's colleges soon saw the value of the 
game and adapted it to the needs of 
their students. 


In 1895 the athletic clubs, which until 


then had not given the sport due recog- 
nition, took It up, and it at once became 
a national game, but as it is to thg 
credit of the Y. M. C. A. for having first 
taken up and fostered basket ball and 
introduced science into the plays so 
also it is a fact that the association 
contains the best teams. The fine team 
representing the Twenty-third street 
branch of the Y. M. C. A. of New York 
is undoubtedly the banner one of the 
United States. Last season they played 
40 games, winning every one. Some of 
the other teams of the association 
throughout the country are also very 
strong. 


There are, broadly speaking, two 


styles of play now general. One is the 
passing game, which is the one fostered 
by the Y. M. C. A. The other is the 
dribbling game. This form of play as 
now carried on -is done almost exclu- 
sively by men catching the ball, bounc- 
ing it on the floor and running rapidly 
toward the opponents' goal. A heavy 
man who Is a rapid runner by this 
means can generally succeed in getting 
down the field and having a try for goal 
no matter what the opposition may be. 


The greater part of the roughness 


complained of last season arose from 
the use of this illegitimate dribbling, 
there being no way to stop a man pro- 
gressing in such a manner with the ball 
except by deliberately getting in his 
path and being run down. 


If the game were played outdoors on 


turf, the dribbling style of play might 
be tolerated, but in a gymnasium, 
where falls are on a hard floor, some- 
times, against apparatus, it is out of 
the question. 


Basket ball is almost entirely an am- 


[''ateur sport, though there is a league 
which is practically professional and 
which comprises teams in the cities of 
Philadelphia, Trenton and Millville, N. 
J. It is called the National Basket 
Ball league, and its rules differ only 
slightly from those of the A. A. U. 
They play, however, in a cage instead 
of having boundary lines, according to 
the A. A. U. rules. 


The distinctive feature of the cage is 


that the field of play is surrounded by 
a wire net, so that the ball never goes 
out of bounds, and the play is only in- 
terrupted for fouls. This makes the 
game an extremely rapid one and Is 
very exhaustive for the players, for 
during the 40 minutes of play there 
will not average over one minute in ten 


strong teams among the militia compa- 
nies. This seems to be the case espe- 
cially in regard to the separate com- 
panies in the towns along the Hudson 
river. Their armories form an ideal 
playing ground, and the men find it a 
splendid variation from the tedious or- 
deal of repeated drills..

tracted his plea of not guilty on the 
charge of assault, and pleaded guilty. 
John H. Boulger, accused of adultery 
with Bessie Koxie, who defaulted at 
the sitting of the grand jury, appeared 
and pleaded guilty of the charge. Geo. 
O'Connor of this city retracted his 
plea of not guilty on the. charge of 
drunkenness and disturbing the peace, 
and pleaded guilty to both charges. 


James McGuire of Pittsfield retract- 


ed his plea of not guilty on the charges 
of breaking and entering and larceny 
and pleaded guilty. He and another 
man were charged with the same of- 
fense, and McGuire claimed that he 
alone was responsible for it. 


Frank Werden of BecUet was ar- 


raigned on the charge of assault and 
battery on Lucy Barton, and pleaded 
not guilty. 


The first case taken up for trial was 


that of Frank Felix of 
Pittsfield, 


charged with assault and battery on 
Walter Van Houghton. The case oc- 
cupied most of the afternoon.

FOSTER E, SWIFT RETURNS. 


From European Trip. Ship Was 48 


Hours Over Due, and Had a 


Dangerous 
Voyage. 


F. E. Swift of the Wilson arrived 


home from Europe Sunday evening at 
i o'clock, having landed in Boston at 
9.30 Sunday morning from the "Can- 
ada" of the Dominion line. Mr. Swift 
sailed from New Tork on the "Lu- 
cania" of the Cunard line, in company 
with his friend, Henry Brown of Bos- 
ton, and spent the short time that he 
was abroad in London. 


The trip was one never to be for- 


gotten, the voyage each way being 
extremely rough. On the way over the 
ship was stove in in several places and 
10 of the crew were disabled. The ship 
was laid up some time for repairs after 
reaching port. The homeward voyage 
was, if 
possible, even 
rougher, al- 


though the ship came through without 
damage. One sailor was washed over- 
board and lost. The steamer sailed 
from Liverpool a week ago Thursday 
and was 48 hours overdue when she 
landed in Boston Sunday morning. The 
gale encountered lasted two days and 
was one of terrific power. The wind 
blew at times at the rate of. 100 miles 
an hour and the swells ran twice as< 
high as the Wilson. Sleep was out of 
the question and there was much con- 
sternation 
among 
the 
passeiigers, 


though of course this was not shared 
by Mr. Swift. Once the vessel rolled 
over to an angle of 47 degrees and was 
some time in righting herself, and af- 
terwards Mr. Swift heard one of the 
officers say to another that if she had 
gone two degrees further she would 
have gone to the bottom. 


Captain 
Maddocks, a 
seaman of 


many years experience, said to Mr. 
Swift that he could tell his friends that 
he had witnessed as great a storm at 
sea as 
anybody ever saw, and Mr. 


Swift's friend, Mr. Brown, who was 
crossing the ocean for the 97th time, 
said he had never in all his experience 
seen anything like it before. 


Mr. Swift was not seasick for a min- 


ute going or coming and his health, 
for which the trip was taken, is great- 
ly improved. 


CHARLES T, RALSTON TALKS. 


How He Came to Corhmit the Forgery 


for Which He Waits Sentence. 


A reporter for the Pittsfield Journal 


recently visited 
Charles Ralston of 


this city, who will '.come up for sen- 
tence for forgery at this week's su- 
perior court, and talked with him about 
the cause of his crime. The Journal 
says: 


He said that he had been drinking 


to excess for a long time and was 
possessed of hallucinations of various 
kinds. He got the idea into his head 
one day that his aunt died abroad and 
that her body was to arrive at New 
York on the Red Star liner, Westmore- 
land, on a certain day. So entirely did 
this hallucination get possession of his 
mind, that he went to New York an<2 
met the steamer, making all arrrange- 
ments for care of the body, and it wat- 
some time before he could realize that 
the whole thing was a delusion. This 
will serve to show the condition ol 
Ralston's mind at about the time the 
forgery was committed and indicates 
that his mind was affected. 


Telling of the forgery itself, Ralston 


says that it did not occur to him that 
he was doing anything wrong. He had 
planned to use some of the money to 
pay for treatment at a sanitarium and 
devote the rest of it to his family. He 
planned to secure a position as soon as 
possible and then repay Mr. Houghton 
the money. On the day he presented 
the forged paper at the bank, .he says 
that he went to the Wilson house and 
as ne was coming down stairs, it flash- 
ed over him what he had done. He rea- 
lised for the first time the nature of his 
crime and determined to take his life. 
He went to Pownal where he took mor- 
phine ineffectually and then to Ben- 
nington where he took a large dose of 
chloral. The poison did not kill him, 
probably for the reason that he was 
so full of alcohol that his stomach did 
not assimilate the drugs. The two at- 
tempts at suicide failing, Ralston be- 
came convinced that his life was spared 
for some good purpose, so he came 
back and gave himself up. 


TOO HID 
US TO TALK ABOUT 


Says Counsel Torrey on Fitchburg. 


Vanderbilt Story. 


Rumors continue to grow more nu- 


merous concerning the alleged rela- 
tion of the Fitchburg railroad to the 
Vanderbilt interests. Almost every flay 
now the rlport comes from some source 
that the road is controlled by the Van- 
derbilts, in spite of the repeated and 
emphatic denials of stockholders and 
officials. George A. Torrey of Boston, 
genera] counsel of the roao, says con- 
cerning the report: 


"The story is ridiculous. In order to 


control the Fitchburg railroad they 
-.\ ould have to secure at least $10,000,- 
DOO worth of the stock. We would cer- 
tainly get an inkling of it if any such 
sales were going on. 


"It may be that Dr. Seward Webb, 


who is one of our directors, and a very 
wealthy man, is buying up some stock. 
While Dr. Webb has been identified 
with the Vanderbilt interests, he is 
not a director of the New York Cen- 
tral, and I do not believel for a moment 
that he is securing stock so as to turn 
the Fitchburg over to the New Tork 
Central. 


"It is quite likely that some specula- 


tor who is interested in having tne New 
Tork Central control the Fitchburg is 
responsible for the story. But the story 
is too ridiculous to talk about. The 
New York Central, is not seeking to 
control the Fitchburg." 


The state of Massachusetts, Mr. Tor- 


rey said, holds $5,000,000 of the Fitch- 
burg stock. He had not heard that an 
effort was to be made to exchange this 
stock for $1,000,000 preferred.

The west half of the roof of the L of

company's woolen mill at Braytonville 
was blown off between 12 and 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning by the heavy gale 
which set in. Saturday evening and 
prevailed all night. 
The building is 


100 feet long by 40 feet wide and stands 
north and south.^ It has a gravel roof 
which is nearly flat and the west half 
was stripped to the ridge and scattered 
about the yard east of the building, 
some of it being eight or 10 rods away. 
The automatic sprinkler pipe was 
broken, letting the water down through 
the building, 
but 
the water 
was 


promptly shut off by Night Watchman 
White and not much damage was done 
by water. A quantity of wool was wet, 
but it can be dried with little trouble. 
Some wool was blown from the build- 
ing and the trees and bushes along the 
river look like cottonwood in blossom, 
but the loss of wool was small. The 
total loss is estimated at between $300 
and $400. The pickings drying, dyeing 
and pattern departments are in. the 
part of the building which, was un- 
roofed. 


The valley at the point where the 


mill stands gets the full force of the 
west winds, which sweep through with 
mighty power. The whole of this roof 
was stripped off 23 years ago and it is 
a wonder it did not all go this time, 
as the wind had a fair chance under 
the the east part of the roof after the 
other was gone. 
The damage must 


have been done by an especially furious 
blast of short duration, otherwise the 
wreck would have been far worse. A 
few slate were blown from the roof of 
the main building. 
Supt. 
T. 
W. 


Sykes was notified by the night watch- 
man immediately after the crash. 


A gang of carpenters .was set to work 


this morning and the boarding of the 
roof 
was finished today. 
If 
the 


weather does not interfere the tar and 
gravel will be on by Wednesday night. 
The operation of the mill was not in- 
terfered with. 


Aside from the northeast gale that 


was experienced early in December 
Saturday night's blow was the heaviest 
known in this valley for a long time. 
Damage was done in various parts of 
the city, windows being blown in and 
chimneys and signs down, butnoserious 
losses are reported in this immediate 
vicinity aside from that at the Bray- 
tonville mill. 


New Dewey Hotel Blown Down. 
The heaviest damage in 
Pittsfield 


was the blowing down of the new 
"Dewey"hotel at Coltsville, in which 
local men are interested. The owner is 
George Mausert of Adams, and the 
contractor is Herman Beatiehemin of 
Adams, upon whom it is said the loss 
will probably fall,. The roof had just 
been put on, the shingling having been 
completed on Saturday. The chimneys 
had been built, and they were some- 
what damaged. It is thought that the 
cause of the disaster was because all 
of the sidings had not been put in, and 
the wind had a free play under tHe 
roof, raising it and bringing it to the 
ground with a crash which startled the 
people who live 
in 
the 
immediate 


vicinity. 
The hotel was three stories high, and 
the roof was of the Mansard pattern. 
It was to be used as a road-house, and 
was large enough to include some 25 
guests' rooms, as well as a big dining- 
room and -other necessary 
accom- 


modations. The accident took place 
while the wind was blowing a gale, 
which took down fences and limbs^ of 
trees and blew in windows. 
Slielburne Fall* Tower Blown Down. 


The tower on East mountain at 


Shelburne Falls was blown down, and 
the ruin is more complete than the 
first time. Part of the side of the 
bridge across the Deerfield at Charle- 
mont was also blown off Saturday 
night.
